


Declaring themselves the of¬ 
ficial opposition to Mountain 
View County Council, the 
Mountain View Taxpayers As¬ 
sociation (MVTA) re-elected 
their executive members at a 
second annual, general meet¬ 
ing, Feb. 20. 

A call for anyone to step for¬ 
ward as director went unan¬ 
swered, forcing Sid Vollmin to 
let his name stand for a second 
term. 

Wayne Kiever and Kathy 
Blain. who previously served as 
vice chair and secretary for the 
past term, also let their names 
stand when no one else would. 
Blain took on responsibilities 
of communications officer for 
the same reason, as former com¬ 
munications officer Arnie Shea 
resigned. 

Marlene Ross is the only 
new name to join the executive 
as treasurer. 

With the official business of 
elections, reporting on financial 
status, and reading two writ¬ 
ten responses from Mountain 
View County Reeve Ian Harvie 
completed, the floor was open 
for comments.

ken into, and stuff was taken 
from them. 

“This is going to be very 
costly,” said Rhonda Hunter, 
director of Community Services. 
“There is a lot of damage to the 
windows and doors, they were 
all beatin in.” 


The Town is now re-viewing se¬ 
curity measures, and deciding when 1 
they need improvements over all. 

The RCMP were able to get fin¬ 
ger prints and foot prints at the 
scene. 

“The damage and theft will cost 
taxpayers about $5,000 to $6,000.” 


said Hunter. “And with the follow 
up we are looking at between 
$9,000 and $10,000."

Man jailed for 
disqualified driving

Man jailed for disquali¬ 
fied driving 

A 32-year-old man convicted 
of his ninth disqualified driv¬ 
ing charge has been jailed. 

Thomas Wayne Foster 
pleaded guilty on Feb. 18 to two 
charges of breech of probation 
and one charge of driving while 
disqualified. 

The accused was spotted by 
a neighbour on April 15 as he 
drove on a private driveway 
near Bowden on July 31, court 
heard. He was under a three- 
year driving suspension at the 
time. 

Foster also admitted con¬ 
suming alcohol on two occa¬ 
sions, contrary to his proba¬ 
tion. 

Foster has more than 30 pre¬ 
vious criminal convictions, in¬ 
cluding fraud, forgery and 
weapons charges. 

“This is a cause for concern 
for the community. The attitude 
seem to suggest Mr. Foster can 
do whatever he wants. Nobody 
gets to thumb their noses at 
this community,” said Cioni. 

The judge handed Foster a 
three month jail term on each 
of the three charges, with the 
sentences to run concurrently. 
He also prohibited Foster from 
driving for one year. 

Man broke office door 

A 34-year-old man who dam¬ 
aged a door at an Olds shop as 
he tried to get into a locked of¬ 
fice has been jailed. 

Corey Daniel Shank pleaded 
guilty on Feb. 18 to a charge of 
mischief. The Crown withdrew 
a charge of shop breaking. 

The accused was in the 
Fields store in Olds at about 3 
p.m. on Nov. 2 when he tried 
to force his way into the office, 
court heard. 

A clerk came upon the scene 
and scared the accused off. 
Shank was arrested near Ed¬ 
monton some time later. 

“He had gone in where he 
should not have gone,” said 
Judge F. Cioni. 

The accused, who has more 
than 30 previous criminal con¬ 
victions, spent 15 days in pre¬ 
trial custody before appearing 
last week. 

“You are not above the law,” 
the judge said in sentencing 
Shank to one day in jail and 
fining him $500. 

Man obstructed police 

A Caroline man who scuffled 
with police during an incident 
last spring has been fined. 

Dale Irwin Andersen, 50, 


pleaded guilty on Feb. 18 to a 
charge of obstructing a peace 
officer. The Crown stayed a 
charge of assault. 

Police had to wrestle a phone 
from the accused’s hands after 
they arrived at the residence in 
response to a complaint, court 
heard. 

The accused told officers he 
was trying to phone his neigh¬ 
bour. When officers told him to 
put the phone down, the scuf¬ 
fle resulted. No one was injured 
in the disturbance. 

“No fight or altercation with 
the police is justified,” said 
Judge Cioni. “I expect this will 
be the last time you will appear 
before the criminal courts.” 

The judge fined Andersen 
$250. 

Andersen also agreed to en¬ 
ter into a $1,000 peace bond 
arrangement, whereby if he 
fails to remain in good stand¬ 
ing with the court for one year, 
the Crown can sue him for the 
amount of the bond. 


“This is very frustrating for 
the community,” said Hunter. 
“I think there are very few peo¬ 
ple here who would do this.” 

This is not the first break- 
in this month, on Feb. 8, 
Didsbury RCMP responded to 
a Break and Enter at Victoria 
Square Mall’s Alta Vista Chi¬ 
ropractic Center on 19th Ave. 

The break-in took place the 
night before after suspects 
pried open the rear door of the 
mall and then removed the door 
knob to the rear door of Alta 
Vista to gain entry. The sus¬ 
pects stole a computer, a 
printer, accessories, imprinters, 
a small massager, testing 
equipment (tuning forks and 
activators), a glucometer, and 
several bottles of vitamins, 
herbs, and homeopathics. 

“They are still putting eve¬ 
rything together to find out the 
worth of the stuff taken,” said 
Didsbury RCMP Const. Wipf. 
“1 recommend that if a busi¬ 
ness has a computer, they 
should have a backup of all the 
information on it somewhere 
safe other than the store so they 
won’t loose all their informa¬ 
tion.” 

Victoria Square Mall is of¬ 
fering a $250 cash reward for 
information leading to the ar¬ 


rest of the suspects responsible 
for the Break and Enter. 

The following night, Feb. 9, 
at approximately 1:45 a.m. the 
Didsbury RCMP responded to 
another Break and Enter, this 
one at JIMBITS Solutions on 
20th St. 

Suspects smashed two front 
glass doors to gain entry and 
stole a Chenbro desktop com¬ 
puter along with a 17” 
ViewSonic monitor. 

The computer case is hlack 
with orange details on the front 
and a blue fluorescent light on 
the side.

New four 
way stop

A four way stop will be 
placed at the 19th Ave. and 21st 
Street intersection after a study 
was done by RCMP Const. 
Hnatiuk which concluded the 
present two way stop was not 
sufficient. 

At the Sept. 30, 2003 Protec¬ 
tive Services Committee it was 
recommended a study be com¬ 
pleted regarding the intersec¬ 
tion. The study Const. Hnatiuk 
completed stated that the traf¬ 
fic heading northbound cannot 
clearly see the westbound traf¬ 
fic coming from the downtown 
area. The reason for this being 
the parking on 19th Ave. and 
the placement of the buildings. 
When vehicles are parked on 
the south side of the street and 
a vehicle is parallel parked in 
front of the Town office, the 
view is limited at times to only 
a few meters. The southbound 
traffic also has difficulty seeing 
the westbound traffic coming 
from the downtown area due to 
the parking. 

The study went on to say 
that with the Fire Department 
located at the intersection, the 
majority of the calls they re¬ 
spond to they have to travel 
north through it. Therefore, for 
the most part, the emergency 
vehicles have to stop so they can 
see any traffic when they are 
responding to an emergency. 

The final reason a four way 
stop will be implemented is pe¬ 
destrians. The study found that 
they were not stopping before 
crossing the street and walk¬ 
ing right out in front of traffic. 

“I did a traffic count at this 
intersection at three different 
times over a couple of days,” 
said Const. Hnatiuk. “The re¬ 
sults of this traffic count are 
in this report. One main thing 
that was discovered was that 
at all three times there was 
more traffic going through the 
intersection that was either 
northbound to southbound. Yet 
these are the vehicles that had 
stop signs.” 

Const. Hnatiuk also noticed 
that the highest pedestrian traf¬ 
fic was between 3:05 p.m. and 
3:40 p.m. most likely due to 
school letting out. 

It was recommended to 
Town Council on Tuesday, Feb. 
17 that one parking space in 
front of the Telus Building be 
removed or made smaller to 
make one larger space and that 
this space be made into either 
a 15 or 30 minute parking 
space. That crosswalks be 
painted at all four crossings for 
pedestrian traffic, and that stop 
signs be placed at all four cor¬ 
ners with stop lines and the 
word stop be painted on the 
street for visibility. 

Council approved the recom¬ 
mendations and temporary stop 
signs should go up in the next 
two weeks before permanent 
ones are put in place.

Despite concerns over the 
lack of mention of transporta¬ 
tion concerns, Olds-Didsbury- 
Three Hills MLA Richard Marz 
was pleased with the 2004 
Throne Speech - the govern¬ 
ment’s ‘general’ direction for 
the next year. 

“I was quite pleased with 
pretty much everything I have 
seen,” Marz said. “One thing I 
am concerned is with what I 
didn’t see and that is transpor¬ 
tation. There was mention of 
the rural development initia¬ 
tive, although I think part of 
that is a good transportation 
system.” 

The speech from the throne 
was delivered last Tuesday by 
the Province’s Lt. Gov. Lois 
Hole. 

Two topics listed in the 
throne speech touch close to 
home for the average local resi¬ 
dent, Marz says. 

The government has plans, 
within the next six months, to 
establish a “lobby type” office 
in Washington, to try to form 
better relations between the 
United States and Canada - spe¬ 
cifically Alberta. 

“We are still looking at do¬ 
ing everything possible to get 
the border re-opened as quickly 
as possible,” Marz said. “Un¬ 
fortunately we didn’t close the 
border - the Americans did - and 
we are looking at everything 
possible to try to maintain a 
good relationship and have 
those borders re-opened.” 

Marz says that by establish¬ 
ing an office in Washington it 


could help re-open the borders, 
to ultimately help revive the 
struggling agriculture 
economy. 

“I think this certainly re¬ 
flects a very positive message 
in rural Alberta. We have been 
facing the BSE (Mad Cow) cri¬ 
sis, which is basically affecting 
every aspect of life in rural Al¬ 
berta from small businesses 
right up to the agriculture sec¬ 
tor. In a way, it will help to 
have our voice in Washington 
on a regular basis.” 

Marz says that throne 
speech touched briefly on in¬ 
creasing research into the BSE 
disease itself. 

“We are going to be increas¬ 
ing our research into the dis¬ 
ease and being at the forefront 
will eventually help us in find¬ 
ing cheaper ways to check for 
the disease.” 

Health and education spend¬ 
ing remain to be at the top of 
the Tory’s radar screen, and 
Marz feels that these two ar¬ 
eas are of utmost importance 
to every Albertan, of all ages. 

“Certainly health and edu¬ 
cation are, will be, and likely 
will be our biggest expendi¬ 
tures ever. I think we can miti¬ 
gate some of those through 
healthy lifestyles, which the 
Minister of Learning is trying 
to do by asking for mandatory 
physical education classes.” 

Marz says that if Albertans 
learn how to exercise and eat 
properly, that it’s a lower cost 
for everyone. 

“Ultimately this should re¬ 
sult in fewer trips to the doc¬ 
tor and hopefully in the future 


lower costs.” 

Part of the throne speech 
included the announcement of 
additional K-12 and post-sec¬ 
ondary education funding, 
which will allow new class-size 
guidelines to be implemented, 
mandatory daily physical activ¬ 
ity for all students and 2,000 
additional post-secondary 
spaces. 

No dollar amounts were at¬ 
tached to these announce¬ 
ments, although the Premier 
did announce in his televised 
address to Albertans earlier 
this month the Province is com¬ 
mitted to spending $500 million 
on health and education alone. 

Long Term Thinking com¬ 
mented by Marz. 

Marz says that Alberta con¬ 
tinues to be leaders in just 
about everything, including 
long-term planning. 

The Province recently an¬ 
nounced they will be conduct¬ 
ing a 20-year-plan for Alberta, 
to allow Albertans to see a 
rough sketch of what the fu¬ 
ture holds. 

“I think the (Throne) speech 
reflects long term thinking, 
which is indicative to our 20- 
year-long term plan and helps 
keep us focused.” 

Prior to coming up with the 
idea of a 20-year-pl;m the govern¬ 
ment introduced three-year-plans. 

“I st;aid to he corrected on this, 
but I believe we were also the first 
ones in Canada to come up with 
three-year-plans," Marz said. 

Marz says that despite the 
throe year and 20 year plans just 
being sketches on the future it 
gives the government direction. 


“Any long range planning has 
to be flexible in it’s thinking... 
(but) it keeps us focused on the 
big picture,” Marz says. 

Policing costs will assist small 
municipalities. 

Despite no numbers being re¬ 
leased in the throne speech the 
government says that cities and 
towns will get more money for 
policing. 

“One thing I think will be ap¬ 
plauded by urban centres in rural 
Alberta is the reference (in the 
speech) to policing,” Marz said. 
"With this new initiative it should 
free up funds for other areas and 
allow them to operate better 
fiscally.” 

Small urban centres, like Car- 
stairs, may in the near future have 
their policing costs picked up. 

Currently, once a community 
reaches 2,500 they need to come 
up with a strategy to provide their 
own police service. 

Marz denies speech being an 
election platform. 

With the Premier hinting at a 
fall election, Marz says that this 
speech is no different from any 
other year. 

"Every budget from the be¬ 
ginning of time that I can re¬ 
member will be, has been and 
will continue to be, probably, 
accused of being an election 
ploy. What are we suppose to 
do... we have been working on 
the education issue for the last 
couple of years,” Marz said. “1 
don’t know if it’s fair criticism, 
we are trying to do everything 
that we possibly can. On the 
BSE issue we are trying to do 
everything we can do.”

How your money could have 
been spent

Myron Thompson, Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament for Wild 
Rose, says that as the details 
of the Liberal sponsorship 
program come out, the peo¬ 
ple of Wild Rose are furious 
and wondering where the 
money could have been spent. 

Last week the Auditor 
General released a report 
that revealed the Liberal 
sponsorship program cost at 
least $250 million, of which 
$100 million went to fees and 
commissions for Liberal- 


friendly advertising companies, 
who in many cases did little or 
no work. 

“As Canadians are preparing 
to file their income tax returns 
with the government, many are 
furious knowing their tax dol¬ 
lars have been wasted. This 
money could have been better 
spent in so many ways,” said 
Thompson. 

“For example, given the av¬ 
erage annual income in Alberta 
of $29,107 (Fraser Institute, 
2001), 8,589 Albertans could 
have been paid for a year. While, 
according to the Fraser Insti¬ 
tute, on an income of $25,000, 
the average Canadian pays an 
annual tax bill of approximately 
$8,452. Therefore, the $250 
million represents the waste of 
the taxes of 29,579 Canadians," 
stated Thompson. 

“Instead of paying off Liberal 
friends of the government, im¬ 
agine what the $250 million 
could have been used for. The 
$250 million could have paid 8 
years of salaries for 556 new 
police officers, with an average 


salary of $56,250 per year. It 
could have bought 8,333 po¬ 
lice cruisers, with the average 
cost of $30,000 per car. It 
could have paid the salaries 
of an additional 250 full-time 
nurses at maximum salary for 
the next 25 years, with the 
average salary of $40,000. It 
could have paid for between 
100 and 250 MRIs, with the 
cost of an MRI with installa¬ 
tion being between $1 million 
and $2.5 million. It could have 
recruited and trained 794 new 
soldiers to overcome our per¬ 
sonnel pressures, since DND 
estimates that it costs 
$315,000 to recruit and train 
an infantry soldier,” said 
Thompson. 

“The list is endless of how 
this money could have been 
put to better use. This waste 
of taxpayers dollars is abhor¬ 
rent and taxpayers are going 
to have a difficult time writ¬ 
ing a cheque to the Receiver 
General if they owe Revenue 
Canada money this tax sea¬ 
son,” concluded Thompson.

“What can we do as Taxpayers 
with this present council and ad¬ 
ministration?” asked one of the 
approximately 60 frustrated rate¬ 
payers assembled at Harmattan 
Hall, setting the tone for the rest 
of the meeting. “Other than wait¬ 
ing for an election, are we help- 

les.''.’" 

Vollmin, former county coun¬ 
cillor and reeve, answered: their 
only option would be to have 
Municipal Affairs called in to dis¬ 
solve or audit council, if they have 
"just cause," which has yet to be 
determined. 

“We would need another peti¬ 
tion. with 20 per cent of the popu¬ 
lation. to ask Municipal Affairs to 
come in but finding just cause is 
the problem,” said Vollmin. 

One ratepayer questioned how 
much support there would be for 
another petition when two previ¬ 
ous ones were declared not suffi¬ 
cient. Another assured there 
would be no problem getting the 
20 per cent. 

"We could get 20 per cent in a 
heartbeat,” called out one rate¬ 
payer. 

Henry Kuelker, chair person 
for t he last petition committee said 
he would not volunteer in that ca¬ 
pacity again. 

“I have to excuse myself." said 
Kuelker apologizing and claiming 
responsibility for the mistake of 
not including a signed document, 
stating he was a representative of 
the petitioners and the person to 
contact should the municipality 
have any questions about the pe¬ 
tition. when it was turned in. Dec. 
23. 

Counsellors advising MVTA on 
legal matters concerning the peti¬ 
tions outcome and future appeals 
said it was because of this over¬ 
sight they would not be able to 
win an appeal. 

“It was my fault, an oversight. 


I simply forgot,” said Kuelker. 

Blain said Harold Johnsrude, 
Mountain View County Commis¬ 
sioner has told the association, in 
the past, he would help them with 
the technical aspects of complet¬ 
ing a petition properly. She said 
next time they would take him up 
on his offer. 

“Mr. Johnsrude has said, “I 
will help you, to make sure it is 
right,” maybe we should let him,” 
said Blain. 

Again, ratepayers disputed 
numbers, costs, provided by coun¬ 
cil and administration, the neces¬ 
sity of a new administration build¬ 
ing, results of a mail-out survey 
and the outcome of two prior peti¬ 
tions to stop or limit spending on 
the new administration building. 
They questioned the state of in¬ 
frastructure in this county, expen¬ 
ditures. the number of civil serv¬ 
ants and the accountability of 
present council and administra¬ 
tion.

“They should have been 
there to help us, why didn’t he (ad¬ 
ministration, Johnsrude or Tony 
Martens, assistant commissioner 
for Mountain View County) look 
and ask us where that document 
was? 

Afler the meeting Vollmin said 
if ever there was a time for 
Johnsrude to help it would have 
been then. 

“I don’t dare say too much 
against administration or again I 
will be threatened with litigation," 
said Vollmin.

John Ware was the first black person to come to Alberta arriving 
here in 1882. Ware worked as a cowboy herding cattle for Tom 

Lynch of the Bar-U 
Ranch in the Southern 
part of the province. 
John broke horses for 
a living and 
eventually owned 
1000 head of cattle. 

He and wife Mildred 
had six children. They 
built their log cabin 
home near Duchess 
Alberta: a cabin that 
has been moved and 
preserved by Alberta 
Environmental 
Protection. Between 
1008-1911 some 1000 
black settlers arrived 
from Oklahoma, many 
settling in the Amber 
Valley in northern 
Alberta. By 1912 a 
petition signed by 
3000 southern 

Albertans was sent to the Prime Minister opposing entry of blacks 
into Alberta. By 1912 immigration of blacks to Alberta had all but 
halted. 




help MVTA would have received 
from him: “The definition of as¬ 
sistance is I would provide them 
with the appropriate sections of 
the Municipal Government Act 
(MGA).

The source of the money to be loaned shall be those funds borrowed by the 
County from the Alberta Capital Finance Authority pursuant to borrowing Bylaw Number 
59/03."Mountain View Seniors’ Housing will be required to pay Mountain View County 
payments no less than the amount that Mountain View County will be required to pay Alberta 
Capital Finance Authority for semi-annual debenture repayments. The issuance ot the loan 
shall be provided subject to an agreement between Mountain View County, Mountain View 
Seniors' Housing and member municipalities of Mountain View Seniors' Housing to each pay 
their proportionate share of the outstanding indebtedness in the event of default. The loan shall 
be issued in such a manner that the principal and interest will be combined and be made 
payable in, as nearly as possible, equal installments over a maximum period of twenty-five 
(25) years.

“Lady has been coming to 
the hospital for the past 10 
years,” said Dawna Faryna, 
Didsbury District Health 
Services recreational 
therapy aide, and Lady’s co¬ 
owner. “For the first year of 
her life she lived here at the 
hospital.” 

A decade ago, a bus load 
of residents from the hospi¬ 
tal road over to a shelter and 
discovered a two year old 
black lab cross. The lab had 
been abandoned, and was liv¬ 
ing at the shelter. The resi¬ 
dents quickly agreed that 
was the dog they wanted to 
take back to the hospital as 
their pet. So Lady, named by 
the residents, road the bus 
back with them. She is al¬ 
lowed in any of the Long 


Term Care units. Lady 
walks freely around because 
it is her home, she is not 
kept on a leash. 

After her first year, it was 
decided Lady should have a 
break from the hospital and 
Faryna started taking Lady 
home with her. Lady lives 
with Faryna on a acreage 
with four other dogs. 

“She is definitely the 
leader of the dogs,” said 
Faryna. “They all run and 
play together, and she just 
loves to swim.” 

Every morning Faryna 
finds Lady waiting at the 
front door, ready to go to 


and overnight trips with the 
long term care residents. 
She also dresses up for the 
seasons. 

“She is part of our family 
here,” said Faryna. “She is 
so smart, and just has these 
big precious eyes.” 

The residents really enjoy 
Lady’s company, and Lady 
knows never to jump on 
them. She does though en¬ 
tertain them with her trick, 
shaking a paw. Lady used to 
roll over, but now after her 
12 years of life the arthritis 
in her back hips prevents 
her from doing this.

I was raised on a farm near Ponoka. Ponoka probably 
had a population of about 900 in those ancient times so it 
wasn’t much of a metropolis but going to town was still a 
big event and I vividly remember following Mom into stores, 
ga/ing into shop windows and trying to get the most possi¬ 
ble value from the few cents I had in my pocket. 1 especially 
remember Sam Scott who was the owner of Scotts 
Groceteria, The Mali Poy’s who owned Jacks Mens Wear. 
Brody's where we bought shoes. Abe Abboussafy who wore 
a black patch over one eye and owned another clothing 
store. Bird Drugs that eventually became my Uncle Fay s 
drugstore, the Movie Theatre where we went about twice a 
year and not the old. but the old, old Post Office. 

I was about eight years old and while Mom stood in line 
with Christmas parcels and letters I waited by the low front 
windows and watched people and cars passing in the street. 
A large lady whom we knew, began to warily pick her way 
across the icy intersection. Her two little girls accompa 
nied her and she held each of them by a hand. I was a little 
afraid of this lady because, especially with her own chil¬ 
dren, she was always short tempered and cranky, and now 
as the kids hesitated on the ice I could see her face contort 
with anger as she snapped at them and jerked first one 
small hand and then the other. The jerks were violent enough 
that the kids bodies fairly snapped and the second snap 
was enough to throw her off balance to the point that her 
boots lost their tenuous grip on the really terrible ice. 

With a child in each hand and her purse, hat and shop 
ping bag suspended in the air, the cranky lady embarked 
upon a skidding, flailing, shrieking, back flip sort of fall 
that was better than anything I had ever seen at the mov¬ 
ies. Unfortunately I was the only Post Office occupant who 
witnessed this marvellous drama so no one understood why 
I burst into hysterical and very loud laughter. My mother 
was a reserved person of some dignity and having her child 
make such a scene embarrassed her to death. She couldn't 
give up her place in line or raise her voice in public so she 
sent me one of those looks that would have normally killed 
any thought of laughter but it was no use. I laughed until 
Mom finished buying her stamps and hauled me out of the 
Post Office. 

On the rare occasions that my Norwegian Grandma 
laughed she would say. Til pay for that," and sometimes I 
think that 1 am still paying for the glee that filled my soul 
when poor Mrs. B fell in front of the post office. I don t 
know how many times I have fallen on ice. I don't know 
how many pairs of pantyhose have gone into the garbage 
because one knee had disintegrated from hitting the pave 
ment. 1 have had bruises so spectacular that they should 
have been in a museum and I have fallen on parking lots, 
streets, stairs and sidewalks. Ice wise our own yard is one 
of the most peril filled places on earth. Mom and Dad Olson 
started our windbreak and it has been a blessing, but be¬ 
cause of it any snow that falls in our yard, stays in our 
yard largely unaffected by Chinook winds. If the snow comes 
early and is packed down and maybe polished by some rain 
and fog our entire yard is a lumpy skating rink and our 
lane is a luge run. Since October our yard has been so icy 
that the three steps from deck to garage door have been the 
extent of my outdoor activity and when we moved a bull 
from the corrals to the pasture via the barnyard he fell 
down four times. 

Yesterday our daughter and her little son Jonas were 
visiting and wanted to go for a walk. I wanted to go with 
them but I couldn't think of any way that I could manage it 
other than on my hands and knees. "The main road is not 
too bad,” Ralph told us, "take the Gator down to the road 
and walk there." And so we did. out of our slippery yard 
and down our ice covered lane to the relative civilization of 
slightly muddy gravel. Jonas preferred the piled snow at 
the edge of the road but nobody fell down. Spring will come, 
the ice will melt and with any luck it will be up to five 
months before it s back again.

Clemenger, president of Evan¬ 
gelical Fellowship of Canada has 
served with the EFC since 1992 
and assumed the president’s role 
in 2003.

The EFC is a national organi¬ 
zation seeking to unify inform 
and foster discussion and appli¬ 
cation of biblical principles to 
contemporary issues in Cana¬ 
dian society.

Dale and 
Diane will be remembered as the 
parents of Jason, a high school 
student who lost his life in a 
high school shooting in Taber 
in 1999. Their desire to share 
the message of God’s grace has 
led to a full slate of speaking op¬ 
portunities, including 100 
Huntley Street and to the estab¬ 
lishment of the Solid Rock Youth 
and Family Foundation in Taber. 

“This couple has a very 
strong personal story,” said 
Sikstrom. “They lay a reason 
why we would affirm marriage, 
and they do it in a very positive, 
passionate way.” 

Also in attendance will be 
Myron Thompson, Member of 
Parliament, Wild Rose, and Ri¬ 
chard Marz, MLA, Olds- 
Didsbury-Three Hills 

“This is a very political mat¬ 
ter, and we wanted our local rep¬ 
resentatives to be present,” said 
Sikstrom. "We want to acknowl¬ 
edge their roles, and have them 
speak at the event.” 

Freewill donations will be 
received at the event to offset 
costs and to support the Evan¬ 
gelical Fellowship of Canada.

"We are very glad we could 
get these guest speakers,” said 


Sikstrom. “I am not aware of 
anything of this nature being 
done anywhere and we are re¬ 
ally thrilled about it. Our intent 
is not to come down or condemn 
in any way, just to affirm that 
marriage is a very important and 
beautiful thing.” 

Sikstrom added that they 


understand others may have a 
difference in opinion, and they 
are not aiming to criticize, they 
are entering dialogue in a very 
positive way.

Wilma Derksen will 
guest speak at “Confront¬ 
ing the Horror: The After- 
math of Violence” on Mar. 
4 at 7 p.m. at the Zion 
Evangelical Missionary 
Church. This is an evening 
focused on the healing 
journey of victims. 

In 1984 Derksen’s 13- 
year-old daughter Candace 
was abducted and mur¬ 
dered. Since then she has 
been an advocate for vic¬ 
tims’ support and restora¬ 
tive justice. She wrote her 
first book “Have You Seen 
Candace" about the impact 
her daughter’s murder had 
on her family. It was pub¬ 
lished in 1991. 

After 12 years of study¬ 
ing what victims can do and 


have done to recover, she 
published her second book 
“Confronting the Horror: 
The Aftermath of Violent 
Crime”. 

Derksen has also de¬ 
fined 15 elements of life 
after violent crime so that 
victims, their close friends, 
and everyone can have a 
better understanding of the 
effects of violence and how 
to deal with them. 

“Murder is not just 
something that happens. 
Another person did this to 
you,” is something often 
heard from Derksen. 

In addition to writing 
two books, Derksen has be¬ 
come a leading spokesper¬ 
son for victims in Canada 
and is frequently consulted 
by correctional officials, 
criminology professors, 
victims groups, faith com¬ 
munities, law commis¬ 
sions, and the media. She 
is also the director of Vic¬ 
tim’s Voice and the recipi¬ 
ent of the 2001 Ron Wiebe 
Restorative Justice Award. 

Mennonite Central Com¬ 
mittee Alberta is present¬ 
ing Derksen on Mar. 4 at 
the Zion Ev. Miss. Church 
as part of their Commu¬ 
nity Justice Ministries pro¬ 
gram which promotes heal¬ 
ing responses for those af¬ 
fected by crime.

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'Waterwell hell' crisis continues

A never-ending story of broken 
dreams and future plans for a life 
in the country continues. 

Rose Balcom, pail owner of a 
14 acre parrel of land located di 
rectly south of the Town of 
Carstairs commonly known as. 
Wateiwell hell,’ is trying to advo 
cate to other area farmers and 
acreage owners to have their well 
water tested, due to the fact that 
she found "unsafe amounts" of 
uranium in her ground water. 

According to Doug Fraser, a 
spokesman for Calgary Health 
Regions (CHR), this story dates 
back to 1997. when the Balcom’s 
first purchased their property. 

Balcom explained her somber 
story, saying that her family's 
dream was to move out to this 
parcel of land where she and her 
husband would live with her ag 
ing parents to look after them and. 
enjoy life in the country.’ 

After moving onto the property 
in 1997. after having fixed it up a 
hit to make the property livable 
by re wiring the house and gut¬ 
ting parts of it. Balcom and her 
family were forced to move out a 
few yeais later due to health risks. 
The health risks were due to con 
taminants in the well water, which 
were overtaking the property. 

“(The property) is being de 
strayed literally from the ground 
up." Balcom recalls, in an irate 
voice. "And, since we moved off the 
property the house has been de¬ 
stroyed by vandals after we spent 
thousands of dollars fixing up the 
property." 

Balcom has had the well water 


tested numerous times, and al 
though the uranium levels are not 
breaking Canadian Drinking Wa 
ter standards by drinking the 
water they would lx> taking a huge 
health risk, CHR officials say. 

The last test, performed by Van 
couver based, Acme Analytical 
Laboratories, reported the ura 
nium levels to measure at 25.41 
ppb (parts per billion). 

Canadian Drinking Water 
standards say that acceptable lev 
els can go as high as 100 ppb. 

"There is a move to take that 
down to (just) 10 ppb though." 
Fraser explained 

Balcom does have documenta¬ 
tion that says it would be unsafe 
for a person to consume water 
with uranium levels higher then 
20 ppb. 

Balcom’s dreams of staring out 
her kitchen window and gazing 
towards the beautiful Rocky 
Mountains has led her into becom 
ing a self taught scientific re 
searcher and lawyer. 

For the past few years Balcom 
has been spending more time go 
ing over legal pa pel's and research¬ 
ing information on the Internet 
and in libraries that it has prar 
tically become a full-time job. 

She suspects the high and “un¬ 
safe” amounts of uranium have 
come from area industries, such 
as the oil and gas sector. 

According to Health Canada 
uranium occurs naturally in the 
+ 2, +3, +4. +5 or +6 valence 
states, but most commonly in the 
hexavalent form. In nature, 
hexavalent uranium is commonly 
associated with oxygen. 

Naturally occurring uranium 


is a mixture of three radio 
nuclides, all of which decay by Ixit h 
alpha and gamma emissions. 

According to Health Canada 
documents uranium is widespread 
in nature, occurring in granites 
and various other mineral depos¬ 
its. 

Uranium is present in water 
supplies as a result of leaching 
from natural deposits, its release 
in mill tailings, emissions from 
the nuclear industry and the com 
bustion of coal and other fuels. 

Health Canada went on to add, 
“Phosphate fertilizers, which may 
contain uranium at concentra¬ 
tions as high as 150 mg/kg, may 
also contribute to the uranium 
content of ground water." 

The entire 14-acre parcel which 
Balcom and her parents own has 
become contaminated, she says. 

A small dug out which is 
present on the property, which 
cattle once drank out of, has also 
formed an “oil like" glaze over the 
top of it. 

Other parts of the land, which 
was once just wild grass has since 
Ix'come overrun by small mud-like 
puddles of “oil filled" holes, 
Balcom explained. 

Balcom’s parents once lived on 
a small family farm just northeast 
of Olds, but sold their property to 
move to the Carstairs area to re¬ 
tire. 

The property was purchased 
from a retired fanner, and Balcom 
and her parents purchased the 
property after his passing. 

As the months went on, after 
moving onto the property, the 
water which her family was con¬ 
suming went from being a clear 


“normal" color, to becoming 
discolored and turning black. 

“It looked like you were 
turning on the tap to an oil 
well, not the tap in your 
kitchen." Balcom recalled. “If 
you would run the water into 
the sink, and let it sit there for 
a few minutes a hydro film 
would form on top of the wa 


Balcom couldn’t Ixiil tlx* water 
to make it safe to drink either, 
because by boiling water with ura¬ 
nium in it. that increases the lev¬ 
els - not decrease. 

The Balcom's could never drink 
the water on the property, except 
for a small 5-day perkxl when they 
thought it was safe to do so.

Marz says that the govern¬ 
ment is responding to 
Albertans cries of help in areas 
which were hurting, and he 
feels the government had ad¬ 
equately addressed most of the 
needs. 

When the budget is an¬ 
nounced at some point next 
month, Marz says he is hope¬ 
ful money will come forward to 
spend on roads - especially in 
rural areas, like the local con¬ 
stituency. Taxpayers associa¬ 
tion denies speech is the “best 
the government can offer” 
John Carpay, the Alberta Direc¬ 
tor for the Canadian Taxpay¬ 
ers Association, in an interview 
with the Courier says that the 
speech just means Albertans 
are going to be paying more, 
and once again there were no 
decreases in taxes. 

“This speech just means we 
are going to keep having to pay 
$1,056 per family, per year in 
taxes... because this govern¬ 
ment is dedicated to spending 
money,” Carpay said. “This 
Province -more than any other 
- can easily reduce taxes be¬ 
cause they are swimming in 
money.” 

Carpay pointed out that de¬ 
spite no tax hike occurring this 
year, it was a tax hike year for 
Albertans, which still hasn’t 
been reversed. 


As far as education and 
health are concerned, Carpay 
agrees the Province is spend¬ 
ing millions on the two systems, 
but says they could manage the 
systems better. 

“We are not going to see im¬ 
provement in health care until 
they introduce accountability 
and choice,” Carpay said. “It’s 
a top down system in which the 
government tries to meet... 
unfortunately the government 
is not reforming the health 
care system, they are just 


throwing all this money at it.” 

Carpay says that Albertans 
are spending the most per stu¬ 
dent than any other Province - 
but for what? 

"Alberta already provides 
more funding for education 
than any other... what they 
should do is introduce merit 
pay for teachers and give par¬ 
ents more choice. Basically, par¬ 
ents should get a voucher from 
the government that they can 
take to the school of their 
choice.”

QUESTION: You've talked about being a full-time 
mother vs. having a full time career. Give us your view of a 
woman handling both responsibilities simultaneously. Is it 
doable, and is it smart? 

DR. DOBSON: Some women are able to maintain a 
busy career and a bustling family at the same time, and 
they do it beautifully. 1 admire them for their discipline and 
dedication. It has been my observation, however, that this 
dual responsibility is a formula for exhaustion and frustra 
tion for many others. It can be a never ending struggle for 
survival. 

Why? Because there is only so much energy within the 
human body, and when it is invested in one place it is not 
available for use in another. Consider what it is like to be a 
mother of young children who must arise early in the morn¬ 
ing. get her kids dressed, fed and located for the day, then 
drive to work, labor from 9 to 5, go by the grocery store 
and pick up food for dinner, retrieve the kids at the child 
care center, and then drive home. She is dog-tired by that 
point and needs to put her feet up for a few minutes. But 
she can t rest. The kids are hungry and they've been wait 
ing to see her all day. 

"Read me a story. Mom," says the most needy. 

This beleaguered woman then begins another four to six 
hours of very demanding “mothering” that will extend into 
the evening. She must fix dinner, wash the dishes, bathe 
the baby, help with homework, and give each child some 
“quality time." Then comes the task of getting the tribe in 
bed. saying the prayers, and bringing six glasses of water 
to giggling kids who want to stall. I get tired just thinking 
of a schedule like this. 

You might ask, "Where is the husband and father in all 
this exertion? Why isn’t he carrying his share of the home 
work?” Well, he may be working a 15 hour day at his own 
job. Getting started in a business or a profession often de¬ 
mands that kind of commitment. Or he may simply not 
choose to help his wife. That is a common complaint among 
working mothers. 

“Not fair." you say. 

I agree, but that's the way the system often works. 

The most difficult aspect of this lifestyle is the constancy 
of the load Most of us could maintain such a schedule for 
a week or two, but the working mother must do it month 
after month for years on end. On weekends there's 
housecleaning to do, clothes to be ironed and pants to be 
mended. And this is the pace she maintains when things 
are going right. She has no reserve of time or energy when 
a member of the family gets sick or the car breaks down or 
marital problems develop. A little push in any direction 
and she could go over the edge. 

Admittedly. I have painted a more stressful scenario than 
most families have to endure. But not by much. 
Overcommitted and frazzled families are commonplace in 
our culture. Husbands and wives have no time for each 
other. Life is nothing but work, work, work. They are con 
tinually frustrated, irritable and harried. They don't take 
walks, read the Scriptures together, or do anything that is 
"fun.” Their sex life suffers because exhausted people don't 
even make love meaningfully. They begin to drift apart and 
eventually find themselves with “irreconcilable differences." 
It is a tragic pattern 1 have been observing for the past 25 
years. 

The issue, then, is not whether a woman should choose 
a career and Ik» a mother, too. Of course she has that right, 
and it is nobody’s business but hers and her husband's. 1 
would simply plead that you not allow' your family to get 
sucked into that black hole of exhaustion. However you 
choose to divide the responsibilities of working and family 
management, reserve some time and energy for yourselves 
— and for each other. Your children deserve the best that 
you ran give them, too.
